COLLEGE ENROLLMENT 
GREATLY INCREASED 
OVER LAST SESSION 


Outlook For the Scholastic Year 1935-1936 Is Very 
Promising—Many States Represented in Present 
Student Body. 


At the close of the Brothers' 
Annual Retreat, on August 3rd, 
several important changes were 
made in the college faculty by 
Brother Lambert, Provincial of 
the Brothers of the Sacred 
Heart. Brother Claver, vice- 
president, was replaced by Bro¬ 
ther Casimir. Brother Alexis 
was appointed in place of Bro¬ 
ther Edmund. Brother Clem¬ 
ent took over the duties of Bro¬ 
ther Oswald, and Brother Ju¬ 
lian, those of Brother Vincent. 
Brother Florian became stew¬ 
ard, replacing Brother Theodore 
who held that position last year. 

Brother Casimir is no stran¬ 
ger at St. Stanislaus. He held 
the position of vice-president 
under the administration of 
Brother William until last Jan¬ 
uary. He was then changed 
to McGill Institute, Mobile, to 
recuperate fgom a slight indis¬ 
position. He comes back to 
St. Stanislaus in his previous 
capacity, full of fresh vim and 
vigor. Brother Casimir will 
handle the Sciences and Span¬ 
ish. 

Brother Alexis comes from 
Vincennes, Indiana, where he 
held the position of Principal of 
Girault High School last year. 
Brother Alexis taught one ses¬ 
sion at St. Stanislaus some years 
years ago when Bro. Macarius 
was President. He says that he 
is well pleased to be back at 
Bay St. Louis. Brother Alexis 
holds a B. S. from Fordham 
University, and an M. S. from 
Rutgers. He is to teach Eng¬ 
lish, French and Bookkeeping. 

Brother Clement comes to St. 
Stanislaus from St. Aloysius of 
New Orleans. He has been a 
very successful teacher at that 
renowned school during the 
past four years. He holds a 
Ph. D. degree from Loyola Uni¬ 
versity of New Orleans. Before 
coming South, Brother Clement 
taught in the schools of the 
Diocese of Brooklyn. He 
teaches Mathematics and Span¬ 
ish. 

Brother Julian has been ap¬ 
pointed to guide the destinies of 
the Fourth and Fifth Grades. 
Brother Julian is a graduate of 
St. Joseph's Normal School, and 
has taught during the last two 
years in the Cathedral School 
of Natchez, Mississippi. He is 
quite an athlete and is organiz¬ 
ing a football team among the 
smaller boys which holds prom¬ 
ise of great things among teams 
of its size. 

The other members of last 
year's faculty remained un¬ 
changed.. The latter, along with 
the new members of the staff, 
were on hand to greet the stu¬ 
dent body as it arrived on the 
opening day.

ATHLETIC FIELD 
TO BE ILLUMINATED 
FOR NIGHT GAMES 

Walter Gex, Jr. Supplies the 
Necessary Funds to Install 
Them 


Many a time a college boy 
or Bay St. Louis football fan re¬ 
marked, “Wouldn't it be great 
if Stanislaus had lights on its 
Athletic Field/'’ Now at last 
that wish is realized. Lights, 
are being erected on the College 
Green and this year the foot¬ 
ball team will play most of its 
home games at night. These 
lights will make the Stanislaus 
field second to none along the 
Coast. 

It was decided two weeks ago 
to erect the lights. Brother Wil¬ 
liam and Coach Glover went to 
New Orleans and made all the 
necessary arrangements. The 
Mississippi Power Company has 
the job of erecting the poles and 
wiring the lights. 

Work was started Monday 
and before the sun set the four¬ 
teen poles were up. These creo¬ 
sote poles are fifty feet high 
and aie placed seven on a side 
just beyond the playing field 
and in front of the bleaches. 
They do not obstruct the vision, 
however. 

Tuesday, the poles were dyna¬ 
mited. A charge was placed 
beneath the butt of the pole and 
exploded. The pole was set far 
ther in the ground. This was 
repeated until each pole was at 
the right depth. 

There now remains to place 
the reflection and the lights. 
There will be two reflectors to 
each pole, making twenty-eight 
in all. Each reflector will hold 
a 1,500 watt light. This should 
give ample illumination. It is 
hoped that all will be ready so 
as to have our first game with 
Moss Point played Friday night. 

The lights are the result of 
the enterprising spirit of Wal¬ 
ter Gex, Jr. This graduate of 
Stanislaus always has an in¬ 
tense interest in all that goes 
on at the school. When talk 
tarted about getting lights, he 
became enthusiastic and when 
it looked like they could not be 
obtained through a shortage of 
funds, he offered to see that 
that chasm would be budged. 
So it is to the good will and gen¬ 
erous spirit of Walter Gex, Jr., 
that the stadium owes its lights. 

Another may be mentioned 
for his kind offices in making 
all arrangements,, Grady Per¬ 
kins, former coach. He went 
to great trouble to secure all 
necessary fixtures and make all 
arrangements.

St. Stanislaus Band will un¬ 
furl its colors for the first time 
Friday night at the football 
game against Moss Point. These 
flags two in number, will add 
color and finish to the band. 

The school flag six feet by 
four is made of red and black 
silk. The field is red with a 
black triangle super posed on 
the left side. On the triangle 
are the letters S. S. C., each sev¬ 
en inches high arranged verti¬ 
cally, and the word Band writ¬ 
ten horizontally with the letter 
B seven inches high with the 
other letters decreasing in size 
as they approach the point of 
the triangle. The edge is trim¬ 
med in gold braiding. 

The Stars and Stripes is also 
a silk flag of the same size as 
the school flag. Both flags are 
on nine foot poles. Each pole 
is capped with a solid brass 
six-inchj eagle, from which is 
suspended a gold rope with 
tassles. The whole looks rich 
and tasty and will set off the 
band very well. 

These flags were bought with 
some of the proceeds of the Peo 
Harding Dance Concert held in 
the College Gym last May 26. 
This concert was given by the 
Mothers Club under the chair¬ 
manship of Mrs. Harding. The 
sum of $120 was realized which 
is to be used for the needs of 
the band.

“We had instructions to re¬ 
port in Manchester three weeks 
from that time. So we were 
outfitted with bicycles, an itin¬ 
erary which an obliging friend 
furnished us, and our knap¬ 
sacks and prepared to ' leave 
London. 

Our bags were shipped to 
Manchester. 

We did not find it so easy to 
get out of “Jolly old London!’ 
We were nearly killed before we 
became accustomed to going on 
the left side of the street as the 
English, custom is. With dodg¬ 
ing buses and getting lost three 
times it took us several hours 
to get to the outskirts of the 
metropolis. 

SLEEP IN THE OPEN 

“We reached^ Windsor late in 
the first evening, and visited 
Windsor Castle. As the sun 
did not set till late we rode on

He can only be dealt 
with individually as a social 
problem by agencies which are 
engaged , in alleviating the con¬ 
ditions of wretchedness which 
follow upon excessive drinking. 

“Nor will the Council be con¬ 
cerned with prosecuting drunk¬ 
ards or intoxicated drivers. 
This is outside of our field of 
work. Our task is to give 
warning that alcoholic bever¬ 
ages, if consumed at all, must 
be taken with caution, and that 
overindulgence is a socially 
Reprehensible .thing. Intoxicat¬ 
ed, drivers and pedestrians how¬ 
ever present a problem which 
the Council hopes to be able to 
deal with in other ways.

T HE front page carries a 
release from the Council 
of Moderation on the use 
of Alcohol. This is very time¬ 
ly and the Council is taking the 
proper means to bring its 
ideas to the forefront.

Belmont Abbey Professor 
Appointed to Post By 
Laureate League of 
America 


It was officially announced 
at Belmont Abbey College to¬ 
day that Father Don Placid, 
head of the Department o e 
English, had been appointed 
^oet laureate of North Caro¬ 
lina by the Laureate League of 
America, Inc. 

Preparations are being made 
for presentation of the laureate- 
ship within the near future. 

This organization, with head¬ 
quarters in Washington, D. C., 
is sanctioned by Congress to 
appoint poets laureate in those 
States which have not as yet ap¬ 
pointed them. To date, the 
league has appointed eight 
poets laureate. 

The appointment of Father 
Placid was made for “interest 
and activity in the advancement 
of poetry in North Carolina” 
and for “proficiency in poetic 
composition.” 

Father Placid was born in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., 1897. His

MUSIC DEPARTMENT 
HAS SPONSORED A 
BAND SINCE 1865 


Hemmersbach, 'Bros. Had 
A Large Share in the Musi¬ 
cal History of St. 
Stanislaus 


The earliest mention of the 
College Band is in the Catalog 
of 1875. In all probability 
there was a band before that 
but the records have been lost. 

Brother M. Germain was the 
director of the band at that pe¬ 
riod and his name appears upon 
the catalogs as holding this po¬ 
sition until 1888. His bands 
numbered from sixteen to 
eighteen pieces. 

In 1888 the services of Prof- 
fessor P. J. Hemmersback were 
secured.! Professor; Hemmers- 
bavk was a graduate of Cologne 
Conservatory, and was long 
head of the Department of Mu¬ 
sic on the Kentucky School of 
Arts before coming to Stanis¬ 
laus. His first Band num¬ 
bered twenty five, distributed 
as follows: 

5 Cornets 

4 Trombones 

2 Piccolos 

1 Baritone 

5 Altos 

4 Tenors 

3 -Bases 

2 Drums. 

Professor P. J. Hemmersbach 
was succeeded shortly after by 
his brother, John A. Hem¬ 
mersbach. 

In 1906 or 1908 another of 
the Hemmersbach brothers, 
Carl, took charge of the Music 
department and the continued 
the good work of his brothers. 

He in turn was succeeded by 
his younger brother Joseph in 
1917 or there about. 

The Hemmersbach brothers 
were long associated with St. 
Stanislaus and their efforts 
were all directed toward devel¬ 
oping a good band, although 
this was secondary to the or¬ 
chestra to which most of their 
energies were devoted. 

In 1923 the College Music 
department was again in the 
hands of a Brother. Brother 
Oliver, an accomplished musi¬ 
cian, devoted himself to the 
band and a very good one was 
soon performing. Bro. Oliver 
held this post at Stanislaus un¬ 
til 1930. 

For the following two years, 
the Band was under the direc¬ 
tion of Professor J. A. Smith, 
but results were not satisfac¬ 
tory and in 1932, Bro. Romauld 
was appointed. Under him 
music rose to highest promi¬ 
nence and the St. Stanislaus 
Band was soon the equal of any 
High School Band in the neigh¬ 
borhood. 

This is a very bare outline of 
the history of the band. Num¬ 
bers of stories could be written 
around its triumphs and its fail¬ 
ures, its directors and its mem¬ 
bers. A large number of prom¬ 
inent names has been identified 
as members at one time or an¬ 
other. 

It is interesting to note that 
in the 60 years of this history, 
only three Brothers had charge, 
and that the Hemmersbach 
family directed its destinies for 
thirty-six of those years.

The Band Under 

Brother Romauld 


When Brother William was 
appointed President of S. S. C. 
in 1932 he felt the need of a 
good brass band for the school. 
For several years the music de¬ 
partment was under th e care of 
a hired professor, but the re¬ 
sults were not satisfactory. It 
was felt that a Brother should 
be in charge of that depart¬ 
ment. So Brother William ob¬ 
tained the services of Brother 
Romuald, who was doing excel¬ 
lent work in Washington, Ind. 

When Brother Romuald ar¬ 
rived in Bay St. Louis he was at 
a loss where to begin. There 
were very few pupils taking 
music and the department was 
disorganized. In fact, when 
Brother Romuald issued a call 
for volunteers for a Band only 
seven responded. Far from be¬ 
ing discouraged by this lack of 
interest on. the part of the stu¬ 
dent body, he set to work to 
lay the foundations for a good 
band. By dint of persuasion 
and pleading he soon had a 
class of twenty-five pupils, 
whom he drilled in the funda¬ 
mentals of instrumentation.

Wednesday, November 13th is 
the feast day of St. Stanislaus 
the patron saint of our school.

He was 
constantly ridiculed and made 
fun of by his brother and teach¬ 
er who laughed at him because 
he did not drink and gamble as 
they did. While in school Stan¬ 
islaus became very sick and was 
in danger of death. His broth¬ 
er would not call a priest and 
so the Blessed Virgin appeared 
to him and he received Commu¬ 
nion miraculously. Soon af¬ 
ter Stanislaus recovered. He

was now determined to become 
a Jesuit priest. As the Jesuit 
head-quarters were in Rome he 
had to go there. Because his 
father and brother did not wish 
him to be a priest he ran away 
from scshool and walked four¬ 
teen hundred miles from Vienna 
to Rome. As Stanislaus was 
too young to join the Jesuit or¬ 
der he was placed as a servant 
in the kitchen until he was old 
enough to become a novice. Two 
years later he died as a novice 
in the Jesuit order. 

Every student, especially of 
St. Stanislaus should always ask 
the help of St. Stanislaus when¬ 
ever they are confronted by ob¬ 
stacles in the class room or in 
their athletic games. He is also 
the parton of purity and is in¬ 
voked for aid in temptations 
against this virtue.

BROTHER FELIX, S. C., 
FORMER PRESIDENT, 
DIES IN MUSKOGEE 


Famed Educator, Born and 
Raised in Bay St. Louis, 
Succumbs to Cerebral 
Hemorrhage 


News came to the authorities of 
St. Stanislaus, Wednesday that Bro¬ 
ther Felix, former President and na¬ 
tive of Bay St. Louis, had succumb¬ 
ed to a cerebral hemorrhage at the 
school of the Brothers in Muskogee, 
Oklahoma. 

'Brother Felix was born in Bay 
St. Louis, July 9th, 1859. His par¬ 
ents were Anthony Hoffman and 
Gertrude Thomas Hoffman. He re¬ 
ceived his early education at St. 
Stanislaus and at the age of seven¬ 
teen, he left Bay St. Louis to take 
up his studies as a Brother of the 
Sacred Heart. He entered the train¬ 
ing school of the Brothers at In¬ 
dianapolis, Indiana, October 3rd, 
1876 and two years later he made 
his first vows. 

In 1884 Brother Felix began his 
teaching career at Vicksburg, Mis¬ 
sissippi. He rose rapidly in his 
chosen profession and was soon at 
the head of his own school. In 
1903 he was appointed president of 
St. Stanislaus, and in that year oc¬ 
curred the disastrous fire which de¬ 
stroyed the buildings of the College. 
It was left to Brother Felix to re¬ 
construct the institution. Difficul¬ 
ties were met and surmounted with 
courage and force, but the task was 
so great that after the completion 
of the present college buildings 
Brother Felix suffered a breakdown. 

He was transferred to Metuchen, 
New Jersey to teach in the Normal 
Classes. He remained at Metuchen 
in several positions until 1932. For 
the greater part of that time he was 
the recruiter of the Brothers in the 
schools. 

In 1932, worn out with his labors, 
Brother Felix asked to be retired 
and took up his residence at Natch¬ 
ez, Miss. There he occupied him¬ 
self in little tasks suited to his 
strength until a month ago. It was 
thought that the dry climate of the 
Oklahoma plains would be more 
beneficial to him and he was trans- 
fered to Muskogee. He was there a 
few days longer than two weeks 
when he was stricken with a cere¬ 
bral hemorrhage. He lingered ten 
days and died peaceably Wednes¬ 
day morning, 5 o’clock. His body 
was shipped to Bay Stains Louis, 
and was laid to rest in the Broth¬ 
ers’ cemetery Friday morning. 

Brother Felix was a noted educa¬ 
tor and his death will be mourned 
by many of his conferers and for¬ 
mer pupils.

RELIGIOUS FREEDOM 
FOR MEXICO 


“mHE Government of Mexico 
A is carrying out a vast 
propaganda in this country to 
the effect that there is no relig¬ 
ious persecution in Mexico. 
Thousands of closed churches 
in which religious worship is 
prohibited are silent but con¬ 
vincing evidences to the con¬ 
trary. In 14 out of 32 States 
of Mexico no minister of relig¬ 
ion is permitted to function. 
The vast majority of the citi¬ 
zens of Mexico is deprived of 
the rights of liberty of educa¬ 
tion; forced to accept, under 
savage penalties, what an athe¬ 
istic government imposes on 
them and their children. Gov¬ 
ernment spies ferret out, tor¬ 
ture, and even put to death, 
those who in conscience resent 
such tyranny. The faithful of 
Mexico are giving to the world 
an example of heroic martyr¬ 
dom, for conscience sake. With 
a brutality seldom exceeded in 
all human history, the present 
Administration of Mexico is de¬ 
liberately, ruthlessly, pursuing 
a policy whereby all religion, 
and consequently all true free¬ 
dom, will be destroyed."—N. C. 
W. C. Administrative Commit¬ 
tee's Statement on Mexico. 


PROBLEMS OF YOUTH 


“TVT 0R E than ever nowadays 
XtA an extended and careful 
vigilance is necessary, inasmuch 
as the dangers of moral and re¬ 
ligious shipwreck are greater 
for inexperienced youth. Es¬ 
pecially is this true of impious 
and immoral books, often dia¬ 
bolically circulated at low 
prices; of the cinema, which 
multiplies every kind of exhibi¬ 
tion; and now also of the ra¬ 
dio, which facilitates every kind 
of communication. These most 
powerful means of publicity, 
which can be of great utility for 
instruction and education when 
directed by sound principles, 
are only too often used as an 
incentive; to evil ' passions and 


greed for gain. St. Augustine 
deplored the passion for the 
shows of the circus which pos¬ 
sessed even some Christians of 
his time, and he dramatically 
narrates the infatuation for 
them, fortunately only tempor¬ 
ary, of his disciple and friend 
Alipius. How often today must 
parents and educators bewail 
the corruption of youth brought 
about by the modern theater and 
the vile book!"—Pope Pius XI: 
Encyclical on Christian Educa¬ 
tion of Youth.

ENGLISH!

Sidewalk loafers talking? 
No, indeed! High School Se¬ 
niors, discussing their English 
assignment. 

Don’t laugh. It’s really piti¬ 
ful. No wonder the poor alien 
who comes to live among us, 
struggles to learn our langu¬ 
age. The book and the instruc¬ 
tor can teach him just so much. 
The greater part of his knowl¬ 
edge of English must come from 
people with whom he comes in 
contact. And from them he 
learns that a man is a “guy,” a 
woman is a “dame,” “Okey 
doke,” implies assent, and neg¬ 
atives are voiced by “Nerts to 
you!” “Oh, ye-ah?” and “Says 
you!” 

Why take English, anyway? 
Why bother to learn that it is 
correct to say, “I have seen the 
man walking down the street,” 
and incorrect to say “I have 
saw the man walking down the 
street.” If what you say is “I 
lamped the guy hoofing it up 
the alley,” what a waste of time 
and what a waste of your par¬ 
ents’ money. 

I’m not a Puritan in my Eng¬ 
lish. I believe in slang. I be¬ 
lieve in it sincerely. I think 
that some of the slang which 
wanders into our language is 
forceful, picturesque and in¬ 
vigorating. A little of it care¬ 
fully applied to our daily speech 
is good for our speech. Slang is 
spice, but— 

Did you ever hear the story 
of the good old colored preach¬ 
er who found some of his con¬ 
gregation in a bad way? They 
were almost starving, and he 
prayed for food for them. He 
prayed for food in quantities. 

“0 Lord!” he implored, “send 
these poor folks food. Send 
them a barrel of flour, Lord, 
and a barrel of potatoes. Send 
them a barrel of pork and a 
barrel of lard. Send them a 
barrel of apples, a barrel of su¬ 
gar, and a barrel of salt and a 
barrel of pepper;” and then, 
hastily catching himself up: 
“No, no, Lord that ’s too much 
pepper.” I like pepper in my 
soup, too, but not too much pep¬ 
per.” 

I think, when we arrive at 
High School age, and especial¬ 
ly when we become High School 
seniors, and it is well if we be¬ 
gin with our language. Then, 
if ever, we should begin to ap¬ 
ply some of the English rules 
we have spent twelve long years 
learning; then, if ever, we 
should lay aside our store of 
cheap and vulgar slang. In 
just a short time we are plan¬ 
ning on going out into the world 
to seek fields of higher learn¬ 
ing, or perhaps we are getting 
ready to sell ourselves to an 
employer. In either case, we 
shall be brought into contact 
with older people,, people of 
breeding and culture. Do you 
think we shall succeed in our 
projcet of selling ourselves if 
we have nothing save shoddy 
goods to offer? What value is 
a High School diploma if the 
bearer doesn’t speak English?

Blocked Punt; Great De¬

The St. Stanislaus Rocka¬ 
chaws continued their come¬ 
back Friday night by handing 
the Berhman Bees a 16-0 set¬ 
back.

Gulf Coast Union 

Sponsored by S. S. C. 

Sodality Members 


At the Dixie Covention of 
Sodalities held at Loyola Uni¬ 
versity in’ New Orleans during 
the month of March. 1932, Bro¬ 
ther Edmund, then Moderator 
of the Sodality here was asked 
by Father Louis Mulry, S. J., 
to use his good influence to 
found a Sodality Union of the 
schools and parishes along the 
Gulf Coast of Mississippi. 

With the approval of his sup¬ 
eriors and of His Excellency, 
Bishop Gerow of Natchez, Bro¬ 
ther Edmund visited the sever¬ 
al schools and parishes of Bay 
St. Louis, Pass Christian, Gulf¬ 
port, Long Bach and Biloxi. 

The pastors of all these par¬ 
ishes gave hearty approval to 
the idea. A meeting of dele¬ 
gates took place at St. Stanis¬ 
laus College during the second 
week of April with four repre¬ 
sentatives from each local So¬ 
dality. B. J. Lacour of St. 
Stanislaus was elected presi¬ 
dent of the newly created Un¬ 
ion. 

Long Beach and St. John’s, 
Biloxi dropped from the mem¬ 
bership owing to the depres¬ 
sion. Pascagoula was admitted 
in January, 1935. 

Since its inauguration the 
Union has been most successful 
and has given great help to the 
individual Sodalities. The Un¬ 
ion as such, exercises no author¬ 
ity upon the separate units. Its 
object is the exchange of ideas 
for the help of all. 

Each year since its founda¬ 
tion the Union has had two gen¬ 
eral meetings during the year. 
One has been in the nature of a 
Conference, and the other, usu¬ 
ally at the end of May, for the 
crowning of our Lady, Queen 
of the May. This last event has 
been assigned each year to dif¬ 
ferent places,, beginning in 1932 
at Bay St. Louis. 

Amon,g the good work accom¬ 
plished by the Union may be 
mentioned: The assuming of 
complete charge of the Sacristy 
and a debt on some of the side 
altars by the Gulfport Unit. 
The equipment of the Parish 
school sufficient to secure ac¬ 
crediting by the State Depart¬ 
ment of Education was under¬ 
taken by the Biloxi Unit of the 
Nativity Parish. A Catechism 
class was begun by the Pasca¬ 
goula Unit last term and great 
success was obtained. 

The Union in general owes a 
debt of gratitude to Father 
Fahey for his kindly interest in 
all the activities of the Sodalists. 
His Excellency, the Bishop of 
Natchez, has been at all times 
most encouraging by his letters 
and his kind words.

Origin and Development 
Traced From 1878 to 
The Present 


The St. Stanislaus Sodality 
of the Blessed Virgin was found¬ 
ed December 8, 1878 according 
to th e oldest catalogs on file. 
All records of the past history 
of the Sodality up to the year 
1903 were destroyed in the fire 
which swept the College in that 
year. From 1904 till the pres¬ 
ent day the records have been 
faithfully kept. 

The organization of th e early 
Sodality as taken from the min¬ 
ute book was centered around 
a number of Committees, most 
of which were Spiritual. The 
Membership Committee was the 
only one not directly concerned 
with some spiritual phase of the 
society. 

The Sodality met weekly for 
the recitations of the Office* of 
the Blessed Virgin, sponsored 
frequent Communion, and had 
a special day set aside each 
month for the General Commu¬ 
nion. 

Day pupils'were not accepted 
into the Sodality until 1922. 
The reason for this was the 
faict that as the meetings were 
held each Sunday morning the 
Day pupils could not conve¬ 
niently attend. Since 1922 
the meetings have been held on 
school days during one of the 
Religion periods. This has en¬ 
abled the Day scholars to ful¬ 
fill the requisites for member¬ 
ship without too much inconve¬ 
nience. 

Daily Communion has been 
one of the greatest assets of the 
Sodality. It is stated that out

of 200 boarders, there were 50 
at Communion daily, and every 
sodalist received at least twice 
a week. 

The officers of the Sodality 
held monthly meetings since 
the beginning of the organiza¬ 
tion. At these meetings the 
officers have put forward the 
following resolutions which have 
become part of the Sodality 
program: 

Abolish the Use of Profane 
Language on the Campus. 

Promote good spirit among 
the pupils.

The St. Stanislaus Sodality 
was instrumental in organizing 
the Gulf Coast Union. It was 
largely through the efforts of 
Brother Edmund, Sodality Mod¬ 
erator in 1929, that the* Union 
was established. A Stanislaus 
Sodalist has always been the 
President of th e Union. 

The Sodality of St. Stanislaus 
has been well represented at 
most of the Conventions held in 
the South and even in the North. 
At the first convention held in 
Chicago in 1928, the prefect, 
vice-prefect and moderator at¬ 
tended. Likewise in the years 
1930 and 1931. 

At present the Sodality is di¬ 
vided into two groups. The* Se¬ 
nior division has a total of 100 
members. The Juniors have 
approximately 90. This repre¬ 
sents a goodly percentage of the 
student body.

BROTHER WILLIAM 
SPEAKS ON RETURN 
FROM CONVENTION 


Brother William, president, 
returned to St. Stanislaus from 
the Convention of the Southern 
Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools, which was 
held in Louisville, Ky., on Sun¬ 
day, December 8. 

In the assembly on Monday 
afternoon following his return 
he addressed the student body 
upon the profitable week he 
had passed among that great 
body of Southern educators. 
He first spoke of the high rat¬ 
ing that colleges and High 
Schools must have in order to 
be admitted to and to maintain, 
their standing in the Associa¬ 
tion. He said that the rating 
of schools was based upon three 
factors; first, the records of 
students; second, the ratings of 
graduates pursuing work in 
colleges; and third, the subjects 
taught and the number of 
school days in the scholastic 
year. 

Brother William stated fur¬ 
ther that seventy high schools 
had been dropped from the As¬ 
sociation because they did not 
meet these requirements. He 
also said that St. Stanislaus 
rated very high in this organi¬ 
zation to which only the best 
schools in the South were ad¬ 
mitted. 

The President impressed upon 
ing up their grades, as it is upon 
the boys the importance of keep- 
these averages that they are 
judged when they enter college 
or apply for a position.

The State Literary and Ath¬ 
letic Association held their an¬ 
nual meeting in Jackson, Miss., 
December 7. Among other 
matters to come up for consid¬ 
eration was the eligibility of 
boys entering private schools. 
Heretofore, any boy entering a 
private school was ineligible 
for any contest until one year 
after entrance. Major Boika, 
of the Gulf Coast Military Aca¬ 
demy appeared before the meet¬ 
ing and explained that the one 
year rule worked a hardship 
upon private schools without 
any corresponding benefit in 
favor of the public schools. He 
gave the delegates the benefit 
of much data that he had col¬ 
lected on the matter in ques¬ 
tion. After a full discussion 
the motion was duly made and 
passed modifying section (b) 
of the eligibility rules. The 
rules now declare eligible for 
immediate participation in all 
contests, all boys from the state 
who have had no previous ath¬ 
letic or literary records in in¬ 
ter-school contests as well as 
all boys who enter Mississippi 
private schools from some other 
State whether they have records 
or not,, provided that all other 
requirements for eligibility are 
met.

BROTHER FABIAN 


Almost the first name that 
the boy learns at Stanislaus is 
that of Brother Fabian. He’s 
the man who “guards the purse” 
of each student and all go to him 
first to arrange for their pock¬ 
et money for each week. 

Brother Fabian is 73 years of 
age, hale and hearty, with a jo¬ 
vial smile and a genial disposi¬ 
tion. He has been the treasur¬ 
er of St. Stanislaus since 1916 
and has filled that important of¬ 
fice with devotedness, attention 
to duty, tact and patience for 
the past nineteen years. 

Brother Fabian was born in 
France where he received his 
early training as a Brother of 
the Sacred Heart. He came to 
this country around 1883 and 
his superiors sent him to the 
small but flourishing branch of 
the order in Canada. There he 
was a devoted teacher, rising 
rapidly from post to post until 
he was made principal of the 
Brother’s School in Nashua, 
New Hampshire. In 1903 he 
was transferred to the United 
States and was appointed suc¬ 
cessively the head of the House 
of Training in Metuchen, New 
Jersey and of the Boys’ Indus¬ 
trial School in Mobile, Alaba¬ 
ma. When Brother Aloysius 
died at The Bay in 1916, Bro. 
Fabian succeeded him as treas-

RESPITE the reticence of the 
secular press in printing 
stories of the atrocities commit- 
ed against the Church in Mex¬ 
ico, the Catholic papers have 
kept their readers well inform¬ 
ed as to conditions in that be¬ 
nighted country.

ply being a Catholic, like the 
men and ladies who were arrest¬ 
ed, brutally ■ tortured, and 
brought tied with ropes to the 
penitentiary of Mexico City on 
June 10, and 11 of this year 
merely for the crime of being 
faithful Catholics—for praying 
and worshiping; for defending 
children against corrupting ed¬ 
ucation ; for refusing themselves 
to corrupt children; for refusing 
to “endorse” the persecutions; 
for helping the Church herself. 
Factual information is the best 
answer to the ignorant.”—The 
Catholic Worker.

HIS month we celebrate the 
birthdates of two of the 
greatest Americans who have 
ever lived. The twelfth is the 
birthday of Abraham Lincoln, 
fifteenth President of the Unit¬ 
ed States, and on the twenty- 
second, the whole nation pays 
homage to George Washington, 
its first President and the Fath¬ 
er of his Country. These men 
led their country through trying 
times which another man would 
have given up as hopeless. Both 
Washington and Lincoln were 
ideal leaders. 

George Washington, led his 
countrymen in their fight for 
independence against the Eng¬ 
lish forces. He led his fellow- 
patriots successfully through 
that hard and laborious struggle 
and when he was elected to the 
office of President, he led the 
newly formed Republic through 
the crisis that followed the war. 

Lincoln, in 1861, faced a sit¬ 
uation that was as equally dis¬ 
tressing as that of Washing¬ 
ton’s. He was up against the 
Civil War. One unwise decis¬ 
ion would have forever destroy¬ 
ed the unity and liberty, which 
Washington fought for. But 
through the great genius of Lin¬ 
coln, the United States came 
through this perplexing situa¬ 
tion successfully. Lincoln play¬ 
ed as great a part in preserving 
the Union as Washington did in 
founding it. 

Reviewing the lives and deeds 
of these two great Americans 
fills us with courage and patri¬ 
otism. We wish to imitate them. 
Both were leaders* and we real¬ 
ize the great need of leaders at 
the present time. Just now the 
United States is facing another 
crisis. This situation is an eco¬ 
nomic one. The most distress¬ 
ing thing is that the country is 
without outstanding leaders. 
Courageous leaders who have 
faith in their convictions are 
the need of the hour. Through 
leadership, as well as through 
great deeds, is why Washington 
and Lincoln are so admired by 
all. 

Let us so prepare ourselves 
that when we are of age to take 
our part in the political'life of 
our beloved country, we may be 
men of such loyalty to ideals, 
such allegiance to principles, 
that the country may be better 
for our having lived in it. 


The German Ambassador to 
the United States, Dr. Hans 
Luther was refused a welcome 
in St. Paul by 25,000 German 
Catholics because of an article 
in a Catholic newspaper _ there 
stating that the restriction of 
the rigths of Catholics by Nazis 
was too severe. Upon further 
questioning by University of 
Wisconsin students in Milwau¬ 
kee, Dr. Luther refused to ans¬ 
wer questions and departed 
from the room. Dr. Luther 
stated when asked by represen¬ 
tatives of the press that he not 
wish to enter into any contro¬ 
versial discussions upon a sub¬ 
ject which this country knew 
nothing about. 



Mr. William M. Callahan in a 
talk to the Catholic Social Club 
of Brooklyn last month gave in 
telling words what constitutes a 
modern war according to the 
ethics of the Catholic Church. 
As a good Catholic we must 
abide by the ethics of the 
Church before believing what 
various notables have expressed. 
War in these modern times, 
when science has developed nu¬ 
merous devics, by which any na¬ 
tion purchasing them can anni- 
hiate an entire army, must have 
a reasonable proportion between 
the right of declaring war, and 
the evils incidental to war. 
There must be a reasonable 
chance of victory. A nation de¬ 
claring war, must first of all 
have considered whether she has 
a reasonable chance of victory 
or not. One who plunges into 
a war without preparation will 
suffer greatly in the end. The 
evils and horrors of war are ter¬ 
rific when one ponders on the 
subject,, and many men who en¬ 
tered our last stricken specta¬ 
cle, and, who, by the grace of 
God, came out of it alive still 
remember the grim, shattering 
thoughts of it.

Next Monday, Tuesday, and 
Wednesday, March 16, 17, and 
18 the annual Retreat for the 
students of St. Stanislaus Col¬ 
lege will be held on the campus.

The Retreat Con¬ 
fession is the high point of 
these three days of grace. 


The Rock-A-Chaw cagemen, 
weakened by the epidemic of 
measles which swept the Col¬ 
lege, were eliminated in the 
semi-finals of the Gulf Coast 
Regional Tournament, at Gulf¬ 
port last Saturday afternoon. 
Throughout the first three quar¬

After cancelling the sub-re¬ 
gional tournament which was to 
have been held previous week 
the officials of the Gulf Coast 
Athletic Association decided to 
go ahead with the Regional 
Tourney as scheduled. Twenty 
boys’ teams entered besides an 
equal number of teams of girls 
and the play began on Wednes¬ 
day, Feb. 26. St. Stanislaus 
played its first game Friday af¬ 
ternoon, easily winning over the 
weak Home Vocational School 
team. Saturday morning saw 
the Rocks up against Dedeaux. 
Although of sturdier stock than 
the team of the previous day 
the Dedeaux squad also bowed 
to the Rocks. But the Water¬ 
loo came in the afternoon game. 
If the Rock-A-Chaws had con¬ 
quered over Biloxi it is most 
probable that they would have- 
brought home the trophy of vic¬ 
tory as Sellers, the other final¬ 
ist, had succumbed twice to the 
prowess of the locals, in games 
before the tourney. 

It was sad to have the measles 
come at just that time, as the 
Rocks had their best chance of 
“copping the cup” in several 
years. 


Slight Epidemic 

Of German Measles 

Strikes College 


A slight epidemic of German 
measles swept through the Col¬ 
lege during last week and the 
beginning of this one. For a 
time it looked as if all the stu¬ 
dents were condemned to spend 
some days in the infirmary,, and 
the authorities were commenc¬ 
ing to worry over where to put 
all the stricken ones. But, for¬

It struck rather suddenly. 
Two boys were seized with the

S. S. C. P. C: 


Organization and Benefits 
Derived From It Brought 
Up To Date 


This issue which is devoted 
to the Parents' Club of St. Stan¬ 
islaus College is a welcome oc¬ 
casion to review the organiza¬ 
tion of the Club and its good to 
the College and Students since 
it was begun. 

The present Parents' Club, or 
Mothers' Club, as it is so often 
called, was organized in the fall 
of 1931, the first year of Bro¬ 
ther Williams' presidency. A 
number of ladies from Bay St. 
Louis and vicinity, and a num¬ 
ber from New Orleans respond¬ 
ed enthusiastically, and a small 
and active association was be¬ 
gun. Mrs. Edmund Fahey was 
elected President,, Mrs. John W. 
Redman of New Orleans, vice- 
president, Mrs. Ralph Rugan, 
secretary, and Mr. James Grev- 
emberg, treasurer. 

In the beginning there was 
only one organization, but after 
a short time, due to the incon¬ 
venience of New Orleans par¬ 
ents, it was thought advisable to 
form two divisions of the club, 
one in Bay St. Louis and the 
other in New Orleans. This 
was a popular move and the 
number of active members in 
New Orleans was increased. 
Mrs. John Redmann was elected 
president of this division, an of¬ 
fice which she has held since. 

A series of benefits was com¬ 
menced at once and nice sums 
were realized from the first. 
As explained by Brother Wil¬ 
liam, President of St. Stanis¬ 
laus, the money derived from 
these benefits would be used 
exclusively for the comforts of 
the students, a policy which has 
been adhered to. 

Early in 1932, Mrs. Rugan 
was forced to resign from the 
secretaryship through sickness 
Mrs. John Bryan was elected in 
her stead, and she held the of¬ 
fice. until January 1933, when 
she also resigned and Mrs. B. F. 
Markey was elected to the of¬ 
fice, which she is holding at the 
present date. 

At the first meeting of the 
Bay St. Louis Unit in 1934, Mrs. 
E. C. Carrere of Waveland was 
elected President. Mrs. E. M. 
Heath was elected vice-presi¬ 
dent. The other officers re¬ 
mained as before. In 1935 upon 
the resignation of Mrs. Heath, 
Mrs. K. W. Pepperdene was 
clyosein vice-presidenL At the 
same election, Mrs. Edmund 
Fahey was elected to the office 
of treasurer succeeding Mr. 
Grevemberg. 

The Parents' Club has accom¬ 
plished an extraordinary amount 
of work during the few years it 
has been organized, and this in 
spite of the lean years in-which 
it has had to function. Among 
the great things accomplished 
may be mentioned: the complete 
renovation of the boys’ toilet 
room, a very necessary work; 
the painting, decorating, and 
furnishing of the up-to-date 
Lounge, where the students may 
go in their leisure and play,

!C k In the auditorium of St. Jos¬ 
eph’s Academy, Sunday after¬ 
noon, March 8, Rev. S. H. Ray, 
'i3. J„ Dean of Men of Loyola 
^University, gave a very inter¬ 
esting lecture on “Conditions in 
^Mexico” to an audience compos¬ 
ed of the Students of St. Stanis- 
aus College, St. Joseph’s Aca- 
lemy, and members of the Gulf 
Joast Sodality Union. The lec¬ 
ture which lasted an hour and a 
quarter was well presented and 
mjoyed by all who were privi¬ 
leged to hear it. Father Ray 
came to Bay St. Louis at the in¬ 
vitation of Brother Anselm, Di¬ 
rector of the Sodality. 

[ Father Ray visited Mexico 
from December 18 to January 6. 
He began his talk by saying that 
Hexico is rich below the earth. 
Her mineral deposits are rich 
beyond calculation. She is rich 
above the earth in the beauties 
of her sky and climate. But the 
trouble with Mexico is between 
the earth and sky; in other 
words, her trouble lies in the 
men who direct Mexico. 

He said that a tourist driv¬ 
ing through Mexico, seeing some 
of the large churches and cath¬ 
edrals open and ministering to 
the religious needs of the peo¬ 
ple, would see no reason for say¬ 
ing that there is no persecution 
in Mexico. But, he said, relig¬ 
ion does not consist alone in the 
saying of Mass in the Churches.

It consists in the visits to the 
people, in the education of the 
children, in the administration 
of the Sacraments to the sick 
and the dying, etc., and that 
these practices are forbidden by 
law in Mexico.

What he ad¬ 
vocates is non-intervention of 
( the U. S. Government in the af- 
j fairs of the Republic below the 
Rio Grande. He said that if 
the President were to appoint 
an ambassador to Mexico, who 
understands the Mexican men¬ 
tality and who would keep his 
hands out of Mexican affairs, 
then the Mexican conditions 
would soon show a turn for the 
better. “Most of Mexico’s 
trouble,” he said “is diplomatic.”

Church Property in many dio¬ 
ceses has suffered greatly from 
the recent floods. Damage has 
been done to Church buildings 
and costly ornaments, paintings 
and vestments have been de¬ 
stroyed or carried away. In 
New England alone, it is esti¬ 
mated that damage to Catholic 
property will reach $500,000. 

m Lowell, Mass., Church of 
the Immaculate Conception was 
water-soaked, but Mass was cel¬ 
ebrated in it regularly. In 
Harttord, Conn., the Churches 
ox St. Anthony and The Holy 
Trinity were flooded and Mass 
was said in the parish halls. St. 
Anthony/s Church was flooded 
to the roof. St. Paul's Church, 
North Glastonbury, was flooded, 
and in Wethersfield the Sacred 
Heart Church was isolated for 
two days. St. Patrick's Church, 
South Hadley, was badly dam¬ 
aged and the rectory was swept 
away, in Hookset, N. H., The 
Church, school, and rectory were 
left standing, but badly damag¬ 
ed. in Pennsylvania, in the 
Diocese of Altoona vestments 
were destroyed, walls cracked 
and floors buckled from the 
water. In the Immaculate Con¬ 
ception Church, Johnstown, Al¬ 
tars were torn loose from their 
oases and floated above the 
pews. Valuable oil paintings 
were a total loss. In the Pitts¬ 
burg Diocese about thirty 
churches and schools were badly 
damaged. 

Many stories of the heroism 
of priests and nuns in the flood¬ 
ed district could be mentioned. 
Rev. Father Kelly, pastor of 
St. Anthony's, Hartford, with 
his assistants, worked without 
sleep for two days rescuing 
members of their parish from 
dangerous places. In Spring- 
field, Mass., Fathers Casey, 
Sheehan and Breen risked their 
lives to save the Blesssed Sacra¬ 
ment in the Church of St. Pat¬ 
rick, South Hadley. Nuns, mem¬ 
bers of the Society of St. Vincent 
de Paul, and Red Cross worked 
side by side to aid the sufferers 
and the homeless.

THREE TIME-SAVERS 


“Would you like to accomplish 
more? You will do it, with 
God’s help, by making more in¬ 
telligent use of your time. 

Why do you waste time? There 
are three common causes, and 
they and their cures are pretty 
much the same whether you are 
studying in college or trying to 
make a living out in the world. 

1. You probably lack the 
foresight to plan. You get up 
late in the morning in an indo¬ 
lent fog and start off the day, 
a couple of hours late, without 
any definite goal, without set¬ 
ting up for yourself definite 
ends to reach. You mope thru 
your classes in a passive, dis¬ 
tracted haze. After they are 
over, you have only half-formed 
notions of what they are all 
about. You meet good old Jake 
or Herman on the way back to 
class and together you put on 
a big pow wow—about the girl, 
or that swanky night club, or 
Dad’s new Zephyr. After a 
while, you amble up to your 
own corridor. A familiar door 
is open on your way down the 
hall. You drop in. More min¬ 
utes go up in cigarette smoke. 
You finally get to your room. 
After nine or ten hour’s sleep 
the night before, you are tired. 
Just a few minutes’ rest, you 
reason, will make you fresh and 
ready. You succumb, and soon 
it’s meal time. 

You haven’t studied, you 
haven’t got exercise you haven’t 
got anything. To salve your 
conscience you put in an hour 
or so of desultory study before 
going to bed, and you call it a 
day. No wonder you accomplish 
little. If you looked ahead 
each morning and planned each 
day—and then forced yourself 
to hold to that plan—you would 
avoid the first common source 
of wasting time. Definite 
knowledge of what is to be 
done during a day brings with 
it a sense of power and a sense 
of control over the day. 

2. You probably have little 
or no method and order in your 
life. You scratch down a lot 
of meaningless notes while you 
are at class. You never recast 
them and, because they are al¬ 
most unintelligible, you look at 
them only in desperation before 
exams. Your desk and your 
room are a mess. You have to 
plough through a jumbled heap 
every time you want a pencil 
or a text book. You do that 20 
times a day rather than put 
things in order and keep them 
that way. If you decided on 
an efficient system of note¬ 
taking, if you developed habits 
of tidiness in your work, you 
would know instantly where 
things are, and you would do 
twice the amount of work in 
half the time. 

3. You are probably a vic¬ 
tim of hesitation. You are al¬ 
ways “just about” to make up; 
your mind to do this or that; 
you find that beginnings are full 
of horror. And you don’t be¬ 
gin. Nevertheless small duties 
pop up and short-circuit the 
main course of your day. Take 
care of such personal impedi¬ 
ments as shaving, dressing, 
bathing, every day at the same 
time, and you will reduce them 
to automatic control, to quick 
easy habits. Plan once in the 
morning and you won’t have to 
make fifty tedious decisions 
later on during the day.”—

Ethiopians Raid Italian 
Army 

Nazi Party Restless 
White Seeks Aid in Indus 
trializing State. 


Taking advantage of the tor¬ 
rential rains the Ethiopian army 
led by Ras Nasibu, launched a 
surprise attack on the right 
flank of the Italian army in 
Southern Ethiopia. Tuesday 
night in a sea of muck that had 
bogged the advancing Italian 
army, 5000 Ethiopian warriors 
were dispatched in the raid and 
inflicted heavy losses to the Ital¬ 
ian forces. The raid all but 
succeeded. The Italian forces 
were taken by surprise and only 
the courage of the small allied 
native army’s counter-attack 
saved the Black Shirt camp and 
headquarters from complete de¬ 
struction. 

* * * 

News has been received from 
Vienna from diplomatic author¬ 
ities that the Nazi element is 
getting out of control—even out 
of the control of Hitler. Hitler 
does not want the coup as he is 
afraid that it will spoil his 
friendship with Britain. But 
the Nazi party in Austria en¬ 
couraged by the east with which 
Hitler seized the Rhineland are 
important for war. Does this 
mean another European War? 

The Mississippi Press and 
Chambers of Commerce will be 
called upon by Governor White 
of Mississippi to help in his 
plan to industrialize Mississippi. 
Governor White revealed that 
he would outline his plan of 
“balancing agriculture with in¬ 
dustry” in an address before the 
Mississippi editors in Gulfport. 
He said he would ask the Press 
to form a committee to cooper¬ 
ate with the committee repre¬ 
senting the Chambers of Com¬ 
merce to work out plans for 
the State’s betterment, both so¬ 
cial and economic. An appro¬ 
priation of $100,000 would be 
placed at the disposal of the 
committee for advertising pur¬ 
poses. This movement on the 
part of Governor White will 
mean a great step forward for 
the State of Mississippi and 
will equalize agriculture and in¬ 
dustry in the State so that the 
State will not have to rely on 
agriculture alone for its pros¬ 
perity.

NEWS 


Pope Warms Against 
Communism. 
Conquest of Ethiopia 
Failure of League 
Trends In Education. 


On two occasions this past 
week His Holiness Pope Pius 
XI warned the world against 
the increase of Communism. On 
Monday in an audience with 
some Hungarian pilgrims, he 
called Communism “today’s 
common enemy” and urged the 
world to defend the cause of 
civilization against this menace. 
During the inauguration of the 
Catholic Press Exhibition Tues¬ 
day, May 12, His Holiness again 
reiterated that Communism in 
all its forms and traditions is 
the greatest menace faced by 
the world today. He cautioned 
the world against “Propaganda 
which stops at nothing.” He 
urged the journalists assembled 
and the whole Catholic press at 
large to cooperate “in the great 
work of facilitating the triumph 
of the Church by pointing out 
to all this great danger.” 

* X * 

Italy has at last conquered 
Ethiopia in the face of bitter 
opposition of the tribesmen and 
the hostile opinion of the world. 
The King of Kings fled from his 
conquered nation with a goodly 
supply of the world’s necessi¬ 
ties, and secured protection 
among the Arabs of Palestine. 
One of the first acts of the con- 
querers, which should receive 
the acclaim of the unbiased ob¬ 
server was to free all the slaves 
of the empire. Thus one more 
country has been added to the 
civilized world of human free¬ 
dom. 

* * * 

The League of Nations has 
once again proved the bankrupt¬ 
cy of its claim to power. Moved 
by the selfish aim of England 
and France it has instituted a 
stricter levy of sanctions against 
Italy, with the result that Mus¬ 
solini has recalled his represen¬ 
tatives. As long as justice and 
right are not embodied in a 
practical manner in the delib¬ 
erations of the League of Na¬ 
tions, it cannot hope to accom- 
pish anything. 

* * * 

In an enlightening article in 
the New York Times (May 3), 
George M. Wiley, Assistant 
Commissioner of Education of 
New York Statq, gives the new 
trends in education among the 
youth of that State. What is 
said of New York can be also 
applied to the rest of the nation. 
He notices a changing emphasis 
in the high school curriculum. 
From 1919 to 1935 Latin has 
shown a drop from 32.8 to 15.9 
as exemplified by a number of 
secondary school pupils electing 
this subject as part of their 
course. The study of Spanish, 
mathematics, Bookkeeping, and 
drawing and music also show 
great decreases. On the other 
hand there is a greater increase 
in the study of science, history, 
and other social studies. Short¬ 
hand, typewriting and the in¬ 
dustrial arts show the greatest 
increase. It is noteworthy that 
the study of French has remain¬ 
ed constant.

Dear Student Leader: 

Whenever a Students’ Spirit- 
u a 1 Leadership Convention 
comes to its conclusion or a 
Summer School of 'Catholic Ac¬ 
tion draws to a close, I say to 
myself: 

“Probably I’ll never again 
meet as fine a group of young 
men and women as worked with 
us for these past days.”

He returned to the States and 
in 1931 he was assigned to the 
Loyola University, New Or¬ 
leans. His teaching was out¬ 
standing, but he spent only one 
year there. In 1934 he was ap¬ 
pointed Dean of Arts and Sci¬ 
ences at Spring Hill College, 
Mobile, the position which he 
holds at present. 

At times Father Smith has 
been occupied with giving Re¬ 
treats to students and laymen 
in Seattle, Washington, and 
Baltimore. He has also been 
a frequent contributor to the 
scholarly Jesuit Review, The 
America.

A modern “Ku Klux Klan” 
which terms itself the “Black 
Legion” has been exposed in this 
country as making headway in 
fifteen states. Their purpose, 
as defined by these “vigilantes” 
themselves, is to “punish” those 
whose conduct does not please 
them and to obtain a dictator¬ 
ship in the United States. Six¬ 
teen members of this radical 
party were captured by Detroit 
police after several murders 
and floggings attributed to 
them were reported. Such a 
radical organization is a men¬ 
ace to any country and will soon 
destroy its unity and peace.

NEW ORLEANS 1 
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SPORTS RETROSPECTION 
OF FORMER FOOTBALL 
STARS AT ST. STANISLAUS 


(By Coach Foster Commagere) 

A great amount has been 
written about the mythical All- 
American teams, but from a 
local angle, and one which may 
be of much more interest to us 
who have our hearts at Saint 
Stanislaus., a mythical All-Time 
team could be assembled, which 
if put on a football field against 
any combination would give a 
game well worth seeing. 

Let us take for instance: 

AT RIGHT END 

The late Anthony Scafide, one 
of grandest cleanest, most in¬ 
telligent and most popular boys 
to ever attend old S. S. C. Tony 
was tall, rangy, a wonder at de¬ 
fense, a great blocker, a good 
pass receiver, very fast and a 
wonder at not only knowing his 
own signals but those of the 
whole team. He was a hard 
fighter and almost impervious 
to injury. He weighed about 
160 pounds. 

AT RIGHT TACKLE 

Harry (Axem) Chauffe, 160 
pounds of steel-like muscle. His 
tackling and general line work 
on the defense was of the mur- 
erous type. On the offense he 
always handled his man no mat¬ 
ter how much larger, due to his 
great strength and speed. Har 
ry, in competition, ran the hun¬ 
dred in 10 flat, and it would 
be no unusual sight to see him 
get his man out of the way, 
then go down the field block¬ 
ing like a half-back. 

j AT RIGHT GUAJRD 

Sanji Cerniglia, '22, standing 
better? than 6 ft. 1 in., in his 
stocking feet and tipping the 
scales at 185 pounds. He was 
remarkably fast as a runner 
and time and again he would 
pull out of the line leading the 
interference, and literally mow 
down the opposition. He was 
a deadly blocker. On the de¬ 
fense it was practically impos¬ 
sible to move him, due to his 
gigantic strength. Repeated¬ 
ly he crashed through and tac¬ 
kled the ball carrier for a loss. 
He was never tricked by decep¬ 
tive plays. When Sam left S. 
S. C. he went to Loyola where 
he was the unanimous choice 
for the mythical All-S. I. A. A. 

AT CENTER 

Coty Rosenblath, ’20, the an¬ 
swer to a coach's prayer. Six 
feet tall, weighing 165 pounds, 
very intelligent, he could snap 
the ball at any distance and an¬ 
gle with deadly accuracy. In 
three years with SSC he made 
one bad pass. He could not be 
rushed and had the rare faculty 
lacking in so many Centers of 
not only getting the ball away 
with deliberation, but always 
took care of his man. He al¬ 
ways had a hole when needed. 
On the defense he was a mar¬ 
vel. He had an uncanny ability 
to diagnose the other team's 
plays and very often spoil them 
before they had gotten under 
way. A sporting writer from 
one of the New Orleans papers 
described him as the fifth man 
in the other fellow's back-field. 
He also did all the place kicking 
for his team, missing only two 
in three years at a time when

the kicking was done from all 
angles. Coty after graduation 
here went to Centenary where 
in his second year was chosen 
Captain and made All-Southern 
S. I. A. A. 

AT LEFT GUARD 

None other than our little 
home boy, John (Baby Grand) 
Scafide, '28. When playing 
with the Rock-a-Chaws he was 
only an upright, weighing about 
185 pounds. At stationary 
guard, it is doubtful if one 
would find better anywhere 
in the country. He seemed to 
spread all over the line. On 
the defense he appeared to 
stop the whole side of the op¬ 
posing line. He would gather 
an armful of players, and the 
man carrying the ball was vir¬ 
tually buried under his own 
men. That was when they 
tried to mass against him, but 
more frequently he picked up 
the opposing lineman, threw, 
him out of the way and sinoth-j 
ered the ball-carrier, before he ; 
reached the line of scrimmage. ' 
On the offense he was irresist- i 
ible. Whenever an opening was ; 
needed the play would be called 
over him. Without reservation, 

I doubt if two better guards 
could be found on any high-' 
school team in the country. Af- | 
ter graduation John attended 
Tulane where he made All- 
Southern and was mentioned on 
several All-American selections. 

AT LEFT TACKLE 

Kenneth Welch, 6 ft. 3 in. and 
220 pounds of brawn and mus¬ 
cle. Though not as fast as 
Chauffe he was not slow for a 
man of his size. He was a 
smashing tackle using his colos¬ 
sal size to advantage to smash 
through on the defense and 
spoil the other fellow's plays. 
It was almost impossible to go 
over him and many times he 
would either smash the inter¬ 
ference or get the runner on 
end runs and off tackle plays. 
He also had a knack of getting 
in fast to break up punts and 
rush passers. On the offense 
he was great, opening up holes 
big enough to allow the ball 
carriers to walk through. Af¬ 
ter graduation he went to Tex¬ 
as where he made all South¬ 
western. 

AT RIGHT END 

Henry (Zeke) Bonura, '27. 
Zeke, who at that time weighed 
190 pounds, was a fair blocker 
and a good hard tackier. His 
speed was such that certain end 
plays were built especially for 
him. But Zeke's real worth to 
the team was his absolutely 
phenomenal! ability t : o handle 
forward passes. He not only 
could catch them while running 
at top speed, but on any side of 
him, and from any angle and 
was probably the only man in 
football who could catch them 
with one hand. He would run 
carrying the ball in his hand 
like a baseball, and very often 
stiff armed a would-be tackier 
with the ball. Believe it or not. 
After graduation, Zeke attend¬ 
ed Loyola where he starred.

AT LEFT HALF-BACK 

The Nationally-famous March- 
mont Schwartz, '27, the boy 
who was the unanimous choice 
for All-American in 1930 and 
1931, and was recently chosen 
on the Notre Dame All-Time 
team and pronounced by Grant- 
land Rice as one of the greatest 
football players of all times. 
While at Stanislaus, if there 
was anything Marchie could not 
do in football, his coach never 
found it out. He played quar¬ 
ter-back and was a master at 
picking his plays and running 
his team. Carrying the ball he 
was sensational. His passing 
was the most deliberate and ac¬ 
curate ever seen in this part 
of the country and as good as 
you would see anywhere. In one 
game against Jefferson College 
he completed a 62-yard pass to 
Zeke Bonura for a touchdown. 
His punting averaged over 50 
yar;ds with lots of height and 
he never had a punt blocked. He 
did the kicking-off for the team 
as well. His blocking was vi¬ 
cious, and on the defense he was 
a deadly tackier and a wonder 
at breaking up and intercepting 
passes. Everybody knows what 
he did for Notre Dame after 
graduation here. 

AT RIGHT HALF-BACK 
Harry (Wop) Glover, '28, 


who was dubbed by the New 
Orleans football critics the “lit¬ 
tle Stick of Dynamite." Though 
only weighing about 135 lbs., 
Wop was one of the most elu¬ 
sive broken-field runners and 
hardest line-plungers for his 
weight in football. He was also 
a great punter and passer. His 
ability to quick-kick won many 
a game for Tulane after he left 
here. Wop. was second only to 
Zeke Bonura as a forward-pass 
receiver. As a blocker he was 
hard, sure, and vicious. On the 
defense, he was a great tackier, 
and like Schwartz, he was 
great on breaking up or inter¬ 
cepting passes. After gradua¬ 
tion here, he attended Tulane 
University where he starred 
for three jyear-s, making All- 
Southern and, but for the fact 
that he played on the same team 
with the over publicized Zim¬ 
merman, he would undoubted¬ 
ly have been mentioned for the 


All-American. His play in the 
Rose Bowl game against So. 
Cal., stamped him as one of the 
best backs in America. 

AT FULL BACK 
Charles Jaubert, '25. Charles 
was one of the hardest line 
crashers ever seen in this part 
of the country. Though not ex¬ 
ceptionally fast, when he got 
under way which he did rather 
quickly, he was virtually un¬ 
stoppable. As a blocker he 
was deadly. The ball carrier 
was always safe for a consist¬ 
ent gain, riding behind Char¬ 
lie. On the defense he was a 
wonder at backing up the 
line. He would seem to know 
intuitively where the play was 
going and his tackling was of 
the destructive order. He was 
also a good passer and punter. 
After graduation he attended 
Lcjyola [University where he 
played offensive center and de¬ 
fensive Full. He was picked 
for the S. I. A. A. 

AT QUARTER BACK 
Last but not least we see in 
the person of Milton (Hippo) 
Phillips, '21, one of the greatest 
quarter backs and general all¬ 
round football players in the 
history of prep-school athletics. 
If Hippo had continued his stu¬ 
dies at Tulane after graduation 
here, the whole -country would 
have heard of him. Hippo had 
the strength of a giant and that 
steel-like muscular frame of h|S 
seemed impervious to injury, 
although every team that play¬ 
ed against S. S. C., would try 
to get him. He was one of the 
trickiest field generals ever to 
direct a team. He had absolute 
mastery of his players at all 
times and could pick with un¬ 
erring accuracy the proper play 
at the proper time. Under his 
direction the pook-A-Chaws 
ran up big scores in most of 
the games played. He played 
behind the line on the defense 
and his tackling was the sort 
that you hear about. Like 
Marchie Schwartz he was a 
marvelous passer and punter. 
He would never fail to find his 
man in passing and his bullet¬ 
like passes were always square- 
in the middle of the bull's eye. 
He was one of the greatest 
blockers in the game at that 
time and as a line plunger he 
had no ,superiior. He did all 
the punting, drop kicking and 
kicking off for the team. Af¬ 
ter graduation he attended Tu¬ 
lane one year, but married be¬ 
fore the end of the year and left 
that University.
